—thin" in the English Language to fiut into 
their hands, undoubtedly is “Near Home, or 
the Countries of.Europe described.” I am in 
delueii to P.ev. Mr. Turner, Principal of the 
American A.sjlum at Hartford, for a first sight 
of this incornpatable book for children and 
mutes. Bering a visit to the Hartford Inslit 
utiou two suiiitners ago, he incidentally point¬ 
ed it out to me a.s one of their standing text 
books. If this sketch should happen to tall 
under the eye of Mr. Turner, I would say to 
him, I am happy to have this opportunity of 
rendering liim my hearty thanks for calling my 
attention to so valuable .a book for mutes. To 
be able to hear of such a boolc, is richly worth 
the pa.srr.ge money from my place of re.?idenc 8 
to Hartford and back, which is by no means a 
slight distanfe. 

“F.ir 0;T,” by the author of “Near Home, ’ 
is a little book ol pretty much the .same style 
and charncter. It ts a description of the eoun- 
trie.? of Asia.

' Near Home," biit not .-o imj'ortant, and there' 
fore I do not lay so nun-h stress upon it. It 
would servo /'rstrate fora collateral study 
And whatwe,atourin.?titutiun, moan by col- 
Liferai tUitdies is this.

AVe have taught .soma of Abbott’s 
serie.s after this manner, and found it very im¬ 
proving. 

Another nta la with us of making coll.tteral 
studies ha.s been to teach some book about 
iialf througli, and titen. after the pupiLs Itave 
got the hang of the subject and style of the 
wotk, to let them study the rest of it them- 
-selves collate.''.aily, and when we begin this, 
to pul so.me new subject before them. 

For the last year or two, I have h.ad my 
attention drawn to the subject of Grammar 
particularly. And I have at last found a 
Grammar that suits my wants very well 
And I think I can very safely recommend it 
to any one in search of a good gr.arninalioal 
test book. I c is a Priin.'vry Grammar by Pin- 
neo, author of the “ Anytiiical Grammar.” 
The most noticeable characteristic of the book 
is that it pre.sents the difficulties one. by one 
to the mind of the pupil. It does not con¬ 
front the pupil with half a dozen hard princi¬ 
ple? of language at a time, each/jue of which, 
it will take ’aim a week at least to master 
thoroughly. But the pupil glides along so

SocR.ttES at an extreme age learned to play 
on musical instruments, for the purpose of re¬ 
sisting the wear and tear of old age.

Boccaccio was thirty-live years of age whett- 
he commenced his studies in polite literature { 
yet he became one of the three great masters 
of the Tuscan dialect, Dante and Petrarch be¬ 
ing the other two. There are many amon^' 
us ten years younger than Boccaccio, whoare’j 
dying of tnnui, and regret that they were not 
educated to a taste for literature; but now 
they are too old. : 

S.r fiCnry bpebnan neglected the sciences 
in hi,s youth, Imtcommenced the study of them 

when he was betweea fifty an-.l sixty years of I '’ector of 


ministrations, public, as well as private, for 
this interesting cla,?s of persons, who are cut 
off from usual religious privileges The form 
of worship of the Episcopal Church has pe¬ 
culiar advantages to them, from the readiness 
with which they can gain familiarity with it, 
and can follow, by the frequent changes of 
posture, with the congregation. But, in ad 
dition to this, the service has been carefully 
translated into the sign language, for their 
benefit, and is already performed in this 
manner to a congregation of deaf mutes, 
every Sunday afternoon, at S. Ann’s church. 

The rendering of the service by 
signs, auatd perfect silence of both minister 
and people, is deeply impressive, as well as 
beautiful ; and, together with the sermon, 
delivered in the .same mode, command,? the 
most earnest attention of the silent congre-

I have tried about all the different works 
oil Anthmetio within reach, but am persuad¬ 
ed yet, that all the Arithmetics we have, pre¬ 
pared especially for speaking schools, are, be¬ 
yond the veiy first rudiment.? and rules, of 
but little benefitgenerally to congenitally-deaf 
pupili. I understood some time since that 
Prof. Edward Feet of the N. Y. In.stitiuion, 
lately decea?ed. had prepared an Aritlmietic 
for mute?, and have been looking forward with 
some oager.oess for it.? publication, but I learn 
that it i.s yet in mauiisoript. 

If I should get out an arithmetical work of 
my own devising, it would contain nothing 
very original or profound about the plan. 
Wh.at I would like to havei? something of an 
exceedingly simple and per.spiciions character. 

I think I could, in st.x or eight weeks, man- 
ufactuie a better Arithmetic for mutes than 
ha? yet eonio under my notiee. But the 
great difficulty about preparing tiooks desi.gii- 
edly for tlie deaf and dumb, i? the cost ofpub- 
lication. And I do liope that this difficulty 
will vaiii-h before the progre.?s of deal-mute 
education 'ii thi.? broad land I 

It has been the custom in our Institution 

for years past, to publish with the list of the

.studied during the past vean Other Institu¬ 
tions would confer a common benefit upon the 
profession by adopting the same plan in some 
ma.asure.

Permanent good possibly may 
be done; valuable hints may be given; cer¬ 
tainly we may thereby beeoce better ac¬ 
quainted.

A singular 
exertion, noticed by Yo ta’.re, who was him 
self one of the nio.st remarkable instances of 
the p.'-ogreas of age in ne.v studies. 

Ogilby, the translator of Homer ami Virgi 
was unacquainted with Latin and Greek till 
he was past filty. 

Franklin did not folly commence his pliilo 
sophical parsuit-till he ha-J reached his fiftieth 
year. How many among us of thirty, forty 
and fifty, wlio read nothing but newspapers 
for the Want of a taste for natural philosophy. 
But they are loo old to learn. 

A ccor.?o, a great lawyer, being asked why 
he began tlie stu.Jy of law so late, answered 
that indeed he began it late, but he should 
therefore master it the sooner. This agrees 
with our theory, that healthy old age give? the 
man the power of aecorapliahing a difficult 
stady in much less time than would be nee- 
Ci^ary to one of half his yt;ars. 

Drydeo, in his .?ixt/-eiglith year, com 
raeueed the translation ot the Iliad ; and his 
most plea-ing productions were written in 
his old age. 

\V e could go on and cite tbousands of exam¬ 
ples of men who commenced a new study 
and struck out into an entirely new pursuit, 
either for liveiiiiood or amu.sernent, at an ad-* 
vanced age< But every one familiar With the 
biography of distinguished meii will recollect 
indiviUu-al cases enough to convince him tnal 
none but the sick and indolent will ever say, 

I am too old to sludy.

TcAcnjxo Beat Mutes To Speak—Tiik 
R-’^sclt Is Eextucsv. —Some years ago, a 
Baptist clergyman by the name of Robert 
Amlersoh, opened asebool, near Hopkinsvill 
Ky., in lyhich he proposed to teach his pupils 
to 3 ;)eak with the voice—.and with that alone. 
Some pehsons of wealth in the state, who had 
childrenlafflictel with dealne.sg from birth 
sent tlieiy deaf-mute children to school to Mr. 
.\ndersori, upon heating of hi.s enterprise, 
fondly clinging to the mere hope that their 
<-on"cnital mi.sfoniine might be relieved hy hi.s 
eff irts witli the ora! method. Mr. Anderson 
collected atoimd him soma ten or filteen pu 
pil.s. He f.-ipglit them tojnijfr and to read 
after a fashi vr^and some parents persiladed 
themselves that their children learned remark- 
ahly well. But somehow or other the mate 
rial improvem'ent was very slight, and the 
ability'to speak manifested by the best of the 
pupils was far from suffi.oieat to rti'eet the re¬ 
quirements of ordinary life. Parents began 
to .see after a vVhile tliat the knowledge of 
language imparted wr.? very stiperficiid. And 
a.s alast reconr.se some of them sent tlieirchil- 
dretl to the State in.«tiiiitldn for the Deaf and 
Dumb at Danville; ?(nd there it was clentlv 
demonstrated that their pfevicus .attainments 
were of little or no value to them in geliing 
an understanding knowledge of the Language. 

very one of tliem iiad to take a full course 
of instruction from the primary cla.ss up. I 
made the acquaintance of several ol these 
quondam cmpils of Ifr .Anderson, while they 
Were at the In.stitution ; and I observed that 
tliey invariably ceased to use the voice .as 
nan as they became at all familiar with signs 
and the m.anual alphabet. 

I recollect particularly one young Lady o! 
about twenty years ot age, with whom I had 
very good opportunities for making observa¬ 
tions. I talked with her while she wa? de¬ 
pendent mainly upon her spo'rien English in 
iiereommiinications, and I never ronld induce 
her to try to pronounce a word of more than 
me or two .syllables, nor could I ever get her 
to understand by reading upon the lip? a word 
of four or five S 3 ’llables. Her own slock ot 
English vocables consisted of not more than 
twenty or thirty words, and they almost en- 
rel)' words of one and two .syllables. She 
mde more re.al improvement in one se.ssinii 
under in.stnu-tion by signs, than site bad made 
under vocal teaching in all her life before her 
entrance into the Institution. 

Mr. Anderson died, anp 
his [iroject perished with him. 

M j’ own conclusion, from all that I have ob- 
siTV-'d in relation to the plan of giving liter¬ 
ally and exclusicelv-oral instruction, is that 
the roajoiil^'ofcongenital mute.? go through 
theprocfs? of reading and .speaking more like 
aiironiatons than ctmsciou? rational beings, 
bavLu" but very little intelligent appreciation 1 
of the utterances they make.

Bank; which should go on accumulating in 
prosperous times, preparing like the bee, 
themselves for that rainy and wintry day 
wnich is pretty sure to come in old age, il not 
before. 

Brofessional Bee keepers give many and 
minute directions for the care of the bees i 
wiuter and spring. No doubt it may increase 
your profits to feed the bee? in the .spring, and 
help them by sweeping dead bees and rubbish 
from under the hives. Also I advise you to 
raise the hives half an inch or an inch about 
the first of May, and put a pebble under each 
corner. This will give the hives air, and the 
bees more room to wotk, and enable them to 
clear away the moths. It is said that a litt! 
fine salt .strewed under the edge of the hive; 
will help to keep away moths. Others re 
commend spirits of turpentine. 

It is a waste of money to buy patent hives 
or bee palaces. I have tried extra boxes nn 
derand over the hive, put on after the main 
hive was full, but the bees seldom condescend¬ 
ed to store honey in these boxes for me, tb.u; 
compelling me to follow theold barbarous plan 
of .smotheriii" the bees to get the honey. Ot 
hers however, have had better luck with the.se 
extra boxes, and I advise the reader to try 
them. AYben you make your hive, bore a enu 
pie of aurer boles in the top, and cover th m 
with a shingle, bghtlv fastened dov. n. 'When 
yon judge it to be fu'!, oiien the boles at the to; 
and put another box over it. If the bee? will 
store hone_v in that, you can take it awav 
(letting the bees that are under it fly back t- 
the hive.) and thus get part of the lionet 
without killing the bees. Possibly it may 
be a better plan to put a box with boles ii 
the lop i/nclsr instead of over the hive. 

The best place to set your hives is under i 
pear or apple tree. Apple trees are perhspi 
best, as they give more shade. There may 
be a hive or two under every tree in an orc¬ 
hard, provided you don’t turn horses or cattle 
in the oreUaid, as they sometimes upset th 
hives, and so do hog?; 

Perhaps the best shape and sizefbrahivi 
■s one foot square, and fi.Reen inehe.? deefi, 
with three notches on the South-east side foi 
the bees to go in and out. But when t can 
not get board wide enough; I find hives of 
nine or ten incliessqviare and fifteen or six 
teen deep will do pretty well. Never forget 
the cross sticks in the middle of tlie liive 
Never use old decayed liivp, unless you are 
scant indeed of time and boards^ and mean t 
smother the bees the very next fall.

No one need leai 
being 6 'urg by the lee.? ati-waining time 
even if they happen to light on hi? person 
unless they get entangled and epieezed in hi.- 
hair or clothes or fingers. I have had 
head covered by masses of bee? shaken off

WEEDS. 

Of the two great enemies of farmer.?, weeds 
and insects, the former, fortunately, can be put 
down speedily and certainly fay attending ta 
tliem in time. Plow and hoe often, and pull 
up by hand such weeds a? cannot be reached 
by the hoe. Suffer none to go to .?eed; and 
vour labors will grow lighter every year. 
Remember that a little labor in killing weeds 
when they are just peepine above the ground, 
will save a great deal when they have taken 
firm hold with their roots and the ground has 
become harder. 

If the weeds have been suffered to grow 
pretty large, plow or dig them clean under, 
and they will make good manure. When 
j’on wi.sli to remove n eeds altogether from 
your garden or lot, do not throw thern in the 
street, as some do, but in the pig pen. Or if 
you have no pig, dig a hole e.ud bury them; 

Some kinds of weeds are pood to feed pigs, 
for instance, plantain, pur.-lane, and white 
i coxcomb. But I would not raise them for 
that. Still a good heap of weed? and dirt 
tlifoo-h in the pig pen now and then trill 
m-ake your pig mote healthy and happy, nnd 
greatly increase your best manure. If Jon 
are so lucky'as to have few weeds for the pig 
pet a load or two of foods, from the road 
where the WasU has settled after a rain. It 
will pay well. The pigs will revol in it, and 
maniifact’jre it into icanure better than some 
kinds of guano. 

OTHER NOTES FOR JUNE. 

The yellow or Rata Baga turnip, the most 
nutritions of the turnip family, should be sotvn 
the latter part of June. Wet or clayey 
ground is not fit for turnips. If you have a 
flock of sheep, penning them nightly for a few 
w-eeks on dry land will make it j ust fit fo 
turnips 

S'jE!-'* have raised from eight hundred to 


a thou.?and bushels of the Ruta Baga on aa 
acre, enough from one acre to winter five or 
■ix cows, with a little hay or straw. To raise 
such crops, plow deep furrows, which fill with, 
"ood manure, (sheep dung is best.) cover the 
manure with a back furrow, and sow your 
seed on the ridge thus formed. The rowa 
should be wide enough apart to run aplowor 
cultivator between; and the plants should be 
thinned out to eight or ten inches apait. 
Those pulled out are to be used to fill the va¬ 
cant places. 

Cabbages should be set out early in June 
It saves mtich labor if you can set them cut 
in the beginning of a long spell of wet or 
cloudy weather, so that the plants can get 
well rooted befole the sun comes butOn them. 

Where .«heep ate kept, the festival? of sheep 
washing and sheep shearing ceine early ia 
■fane. It would be very profitable to kbep 
-heep, especially on rough hilly land; butfor 
t ivo drawbacks.—One is their propensity to 
get on your own or your neighbor’.? winter 
rrain late in the fall, or early in the spring; 
the second is the danger of having your best 
.sheep killed by dugs. I have had the greater 
part of my flock killed by dogs several limes' 
fn New Jersey, there is a law taxingthedogi 
'n pay the damages done to sheep by unknown 
dog?. There ought to be such a law in every 
State. 

If^’ou are likely to be scant of fodder, pre-- 
pare a piece of land to plant corn in row.?, 
lurty grains to afoot; which cut down and 

e 1 v/hen in lull blossom; ■will make excel-- 
lent fodder. 

Your clover will be fit to mow the Latter 
art of this month. Do not dry it too much: 
Some advis if you hsv.r to put it in the barn 
rather green, to put alternate layers of dry 
travv, and green clover.- This will prvent 
the clover from spoiling in the mow; and make 
.ood fodder of the straw, j. R. B.
